But his name constantly crops up in village 
conversation, He was a presence, a man of generosity and achievement who reflected the life of the 
village for 94 years. He almost spanned the century and, for many, his death is more than just the 
ending of one life. There are references to him throughout this issue. 

Again this month there is no contribution from the Revd. Cotton Risley. His diary is blank until 
May - for a sad reason. Extracts continue next month. Fred Deely also contributed to the DN. To 
be able to tap in to the memories and experiences of two such people engenders an extraordinarily 
strong sense of continuity and community. 

The theme of continuity is strengthened by, perhaps surprisingly, the latest technology. This 
month we print extracts from the third e-mail we've received since Deddington got its website. 
Three past inhabitants of the village have e-mailed us to share memories and refresh acquaintance. 
It's impossible to overestimate the value of this in an age when jobs take children to the far side of 
the world and communities become ever more fragmented. (We've added Deddington's website . 
number to the bottom of the masthead.)

LOW COST HOUSING - ANOTHER SNAG 
There are now 41 applications from families 
requiring homes. OCHA have made a number 
of changes to suit the District Planning Officer's 
requirements. The one major remaining 
obstacle to acquiring the site is that the 
vendors insist on a 5.5m carriageway width, 
while the Planning Officer specifies 4.5m. PC 
to write to CDC, seeking a solution. D/Cllir 
O'Sullivan undertook to help progress this 
matter. 

DEDDINGTON LIBRARY 

From 1 July, subject to County Council 
approval, the Library will no longer be open on 
Wednesday afternoons, a cut of 2! hours per 
week. C/Clir Matthews explained the 
background to this decision, which will show a 
net saving of about £1,400 a year 

THE MILLENNIUM 

Permanent and ephemeral ways of marking 
the Millennium are under discussion, and the 
PC has already funded the initial stages of the 
Millennium Map Project. A working group must 
now be set up under the incoming Council to 
coordinate ideas and develop a_ realistic 
programme of action.

GRASS CUTTING 

Arrangements for grass cutting throughout the 
parish are to be rationalised and improved.

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GARDENING NOTES 


We finally got the Bamboo out. It took a strong man and a pick axe 
about six hours to shift the roots of three plants.. Moral: never plant 
Bamboo again. Pretty though it is, it grows too slowly, needs to be kept wet and is 
terrible to get rid of. So the replanting looms and I have decided on a Garrya as a centre 
piece. Just now they look lovely displaying long catkins and the shrub has a nice shape 
and dark shiny leaves later on. For winter colour we shall have a Viburnum Tinus and I 
plan for some grasses. There are some pretty dark ones at the Nurseries. When I was 
writing about ground cover last time I forgot to say something about wild Strawberries. 
They cover well and don't romp out of control. The fruit of our variety doesn't have 
much flavour but the birds like it. 
The garden is suddenly full of colour. This is the time of year for yellows and blues, 
Daffs and Hyacinths. I had a large patch of Anemone Blanda in one bed and find that they 
have removed themselves without help to another part of the garden and there are 
seedlings all over the place. This year, pruning the bush roses has been unusual because 
there is so much foliage on the plants that it is difficult to see the shape of them. So, for 
once, the last-week-in-March rule has had to be abandoned for ‘middle of March' in case 
even more leafage makes the job impossible. MARIANNE ELSLEY

First of all an urgent appeal to all horseriders: please note 
that the path through Daeda’s Wood is not a bridleway. Si 
Damage is being done to the surfaced path, its newly sown Frien Pees O fi aec a’s Woo d 
grass verge and the meadow in which we are trying to 
encourage wild flower growth. Signs have been put up at both entrances. Please spread the word. 

Otherwise it’s all good positive news. The trees - especially various willow species - are coming on apace and 
when the sun shines on those catkins, it looks a treat. You may have noticed that another of the mature 
riverside willows (near the lower seat) has been pollarded along with the ash with which it is entwined. The 
fallen willow nearby has been made safe but is being left as a natural feature and important deadwood habitat. 
Early this month the grass paths will get their first cut of the year, and the rampant dock in the wildflower 
meadow will be treated. At least some of our seed-sowing last Spring was not in vain: there are good signs 
especially of oxeye daisy, plantain and yarrow. A fence is also being erected to prevent access to the wood - 
and rubbish dumping - from the Bloxham Bridge lay-by.

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ON THE FARM 


We started lambing on 25 February and at the time of writing there 
are about 40 ewes left to go. It has been a very fast and compara- 
tively trouble-free lambing. The fall of lambs has been very good with a high number of 
triplets and 8 sets of quads. Most of the triplets and all of the quads have been fostered 
on to other ewes because a ewe can only safely rear 2 lambs. Again this year we have had 
a YTS student from my old college with us for 6 weeks' work experience. He has worked 
well and been a great help to Christopher on the day shift. As always I have done the 
night shift so with only 4 or 5 hours of sleep a night my fuse is rather short - enough 
said! Most nights I take a walk around the ewes and lambs out in the grass paddocks 
around the buildings to make sure all is well and Mr. Fox does not try his luck. 

When doing the rounds the other night accompanied as always by Zac, my gun dog, we | 
found one of the ewes in a panic because one of her lambs was missing. After a good 
search had revealed nothing, I feared the worst. I headed back to the farm for a strong 
torch and my gun, only to realise that Zac was also missing. After a few calls he 
answered me with a bark and I found him standing guard over the missing lamb in the 
next field. The lamb was reunited with its mother and Zac got an extra chocolate biscuit. 
With most of the sheep now out at grass, a timely reminder to anyone who walks their 
dog along the footpaths that cross the farm: please have a dog lead with them and use it 
when in the vicinity of sheep. 

The bees are enjoying the mild weather and seem to have come through the winter well. I 
have used any spare time on the night shift to prepare the hives and supers for the coming 
season. (A super is a wooden box full of empty frames in which the bees deposit the 
honey). Honey stocks are very low so we shall need a good season. And so with the 
lambing all but over, the bees buzzing in the trees and the trout fishing season about to 
start, the first part of '98 does not seem too bad, but no doubt the politicians and experts 
will put the mockers on it yet.
